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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the arguments filed 29 October 2004, 
applicant's argues that the Nandakumar reference does not show the semiconductor zone contacting the gate electrode. The claims 
disclose that the semiconductor zone is "electrically" connected to the gate electrode and the Nandakumar reference does disclose the 
semiconductor zone (33) electrically connected to the gate electrode (38). Therefore even though there is insulation between the gate an 
semiconductor zone it still is electrically connected. Therefore the rejection stands. 
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
